At 
first, realiizng that we were not do- 
ing a perfect thing but that were 
doing a necessary saving and human 
thing, we appropriated money for 
direct relief. That was necessary 
to ward off actual starvation. But 
as quickly as possible we turned to 


the job of providing actual work for; 


those in need. 

I can realize that gentleman in 
well-warmed and well-stoctked clubs 
will discourse on the expenses of gov- 
ernments and the suffering that they 
are going through because the ‘gov- 
ernment is spending money for work 
relief. I wish I could take some of 
these men out on the battle-line of 
human necessity and show them the 
facts that we in the government are 
facing. If these more fortunate 
Americans will come with me, I will 
not only show them the necéssity 
for the expenditures of this govern- 
ment. but I will show — as well, 
the definite and beneficial results 
we have attained with the dollars 
we have spent. Some of these gen- 
tlemen tell me that a dole would be 
more economical than work relief. 
That is true. But the men who 
tell me that have, unfortunately, too 
little contact with the true America 
to realize that in this business of 
relief we are dealing with properly 
self-respecting Americans to whom 
a mere dole outrages every instinct 
of individual independence. 

Honest Work Wanted. 

Most Americans want to give some- 
thing for what they get. That some- 
thing, in this case honest work, is 
the saving barrier between them and 
moral disintegration. We propose 
to build that barrier high. 

Last April I stated what I have 
held to consistently ever since— 
that it was the hope of the admin- 
istration that by sometime in No- 
vember of this year we would sub- 
stantially end the dole and offer in 
place of it employment to by far 
the greater part of the three and a 
half million employable persons we 
estimated to be on the relief roles 
in the United States.

A. J. Ritch, of Liverpool, England, 
former president of the society, al- 
ready has shipped over a quantity 
of canned haggis, the famed Scotch 
meat dish, but George Wallace, of 
Columbus, officid] piper, is not ex- 
pected. 

Back in 1819, when members of 
the society—all either of Scotch birth 
or descent—celebrated the memory of 
their patron Saint Andrew all day 
long, there were 13 toasts and re 
sponses given. Only three of the 13 
will be offered this year, with the 
following members responding: Rev. 
Father Geofrey Horsfield, Dr. Julian 
K. Quattlebaum, and A. Leopold 
Alexander, 

The toasts and Scotch songs will 
be heard at a banquet. Election of 
officers and new members will | take 
place at a business session to be held 
at noon. 

Judge Alexander R. MacDonell, of 
city court, is listed for re-election as 
president. 

Founded in 1750, the St. Andrews’ 

Society of Savannah was incorporated 
by an act of the general assembly 
'of Georgia in 1824. 
| As early as in 1774, the “Georgia 
Gazette” carried news of the “St. An- 
'drews Club” meeting. 
_ “A genteel entertainment was given, 
| at which his excellency, the governor, 
| was present, and the day passed in 
| the usual joyful manner,” said the 
| Gazette. 

James Johnson, secretary of the so- 
ciety for many years, edited the Ga- 
zette prior to 1800.

Goodman enlisted 35 friends. A to- 
| tal of 109 transfusions have been 
| made by members, and in per cent 
of the cases the patient has left the 


| hospital well.

For many years the center of po- 
litical interest in India will prob- 
ably be transferred from Delhi to the 
provinces, The day-to-day life of In- 
dia depends upon the decisions of the 
provincial assemblies.

Cabinet Grants $306,350,- 
000 to Army and Navy 


for Coming Year. 


TOKYO, Nov. 30.—(Saturday.)— 
(P)—The cabinet approved today the 


largest army and navy appropriations 


in the history of the Japanese empire, 
constituting 46.8 per cent of the total 
estimated expenditures for the coming 
‘fiscal year. 

The appropriations were approved 


after a 21-hour session ending at

of heated contest over the framing 
of the budget for the year beginning 
|April 1, 1936, 

Acceptance by the cabinet is gen- 
regarded as meaning almost

The navy is to receive 552,000,000 
(about $159,480.000) for a one- 
year period under the estimates of 
the new budget, while the army gets 
508.000,000 (about $1486,870,000).

The total of the new budget ig es- 


timated at 2.271.000,000 yen (about

Very cold out on the limb this morning, amigoes. 
Very, very chilly. 
Also slightly lonesome. 

But here your old partner is, shivering out there on the limb 
with Georgia as the winner in today’s setto with those Georgia 
Tech Yellow Jackets. 

Football arguments have been worth a dime a dozen 
this year. 

But the fact remains Georgia has a slight edge in blocking, 
in the number of running backs, in speed, in kicking and in 
passing. 

That should be enough to win any football game. 

. I think Tech’s ends are better and that Dutch Konemann is 
the best back who will appear. 

But that still doesn’t offset the Georgia edge. 

All of this should figure a Georgia victory. 

Yet most of the pre-game predictions and deductions this 
season have been twisted into something resembling mental 
pretzels the next day. 

There is not enough difference between the two 
teams to make. either one a decided favorite. Georgia 
has a slight edge before the game is played. But that 
is based on the supposition Georgia will play to the 
limit of the team’s possibilities. 

If so, Georgia will win. 

But the capabilities of the two teams are such that one of 
them has only to be slightly amiss in its execution of offense 
and defense for the other to win. 

It should be Georgia. It may not be. 

Games turn on such small and seemingly inconsequential 
events when two teams are as nearly evenly matched as these 
that no prediction is any better than a guess. 

Tech is the long shot. Sometimes they come through.

| The standards, set up four years 
'ago, refused a place on the accredited 
|list to any college which gave scholar- 
‘ships to athletes, effective September, 
1933. The commission accepted a 
'signed statement of the college presi- 
ident as proof athletes were not sub 
| sidized. 

The report said the commission 
would not use auditors or detectives 
to uncover any subsidization. 

“And yet,” Dr. Farrand stated, 
“while we have no evidence on which 
‘we could act in any specifie case, the 
indications of extensive subsidizing of 
athletes in a number of institutions 
‘are so clear that it is difficult to 
see how an efficient administration 
can be so blind in what is going on.” 

The report said no college giving 
money or its equivalent to students 
with athletic ability could maintain 
its academic standards. - 

“Our task is not to reform athletes, 
but solely to maintain academic stand- 
ards,” it said. 

“We are reluctantly forced to the 
conclusion that it is not feasible to 
enforce the standards that we have
